It exists throughout the whole range of 
necessary commodities and will not be 
removed until the whole problem of costs 
and prices is probed to the bottom. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave yesterday refused to accept 
Mr. Figgis’s motion in the form in which 
it was drafted, as he did not Sa 
that the proposal to set up a “cost o 
living committee ” íor the whole country 
provided the best means oí dealing with 
the guestion. He announced, however, 
that the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce was giving the matter his most 
careful consideration, and that a Govern- 
ment motion would be laid on the table 
of the House in the course of the coming 
week. Instead of the central committee 
which Mr. Figgis proposed, local com- 
mittees will be set up, “especially where 
prices are charged substantially in excess 
of the average prices for all Ireland.” 
The Government ought not to forget, how- 
ever, that the “average prices for all 
Irelaúd”” themselves are far too high, 
and that while, undoubtedly, there is much 
“ profiteering’ among the small retailers 
in country towns and villages, the large 
wholesalers and factors are not without 
blame. No committee is likely to produce 
really satisfactory results unless it is em- 
powered to take evidence on oath and to 
compel the production of all necessary 
documents. The old “ profiteering ’’ com- 
mittees which were established two years 
ago failed dismally to achieve their pur- 
pose, chiefly because they were not sup- 
ported by the people, The new committees 
will share their fate if the people do not do 
everything in their power to make them 
suecéed. Popular support. is essential, 
and we hope that every Irish consumer 
will recognise the vital importance of 
helping the Government in this matter in 
order that the unscrupulous “ profiteer”’ 
may be tracked to his lair, 


I. IIOATTIS _ 
A Roman Settlement. 


Excavations now proceeding in the 
Valley of the Wye have established the 
fact that the ancient Roman town of 
Ariconium was once the seat of a great 
smelting industry—a-. sort of Roman 
“Black Country.’’. Archeologists estimate 
the heyday of the town's prosperity to 
have occurred between 250 a.p. and 350 
A.D., but there was a Roman settlement 
there as early, perhaps, as 50 a.p. The 
place is mentioned in a sort of official 
“ Guide to Britain,” which was published 
in, or not long after, the reign of the 
Emperor Marcus Aurelius. As in matters 
of this kind history repegts itself very 
faithfully, it is moderately certain that 
before the Romans came the Britons like- 
wise conducted rude smelting operations 
in the same place or not far from it, The 
raw material is supposed to have been 
brought from the Forest of Dean some 
miles to the South. There is nothing 
new under the sun, and, though the 
smelting furnaces of Ariconium that 
furnished spear-heads to the legions which 
ruled the world from Persia to the Pillars 
of Hercules are-ashes under the green 
pasture lands of Herefordshire, it is not 
to the archeologist alone that these for- 
gotten pages in the romance of human in- 
dustry deliver a message. Man the indi- 
vidual is nothing—a speck of thistle-down 
blown from the void earthward and ont 
again into the infinite wastes of time and 
space, Yet the race of man endures, 
marching on to high destinies stil] un- 
visioned.
